WASHINGTON. Jan. 
29.—The same 


topics which were before congress last 
week will continue to engage its atten- 
tion during all this week- in the house 
the tariff bill and in the senate the bill 
to repeal the federal election laws. 


There is onp person, at least, who 


hails with delight the approach of the 
end of the tariff debate in the house, 
and who enters upon this week's work 
with i enewed zest for the reason that 
it is the last to be devoted to the pend- 
ing measure. That person is Repre- 
sentative Wilson, chairman of the ways 
and means committee, and therefore 
responsible for the progress of the bill 
through the house. Ills lias been a 
most prodig-ous labor. Not only has 
the burden of the parliamentary strug- 
gle on the floor been borne by him in 
the largest measure, but the demands 
made by anxious representatives of 
this or that interest for changes in the 
schedules of the bill have engrossed 
his time and attention in and out of 
the committee room, both beiore, and 
since the measure was reported to the 
house, so that neither by duy or night 
has he had an 
hour for 
months 


that he could 
call his own. 
The 


drafts upon his mental

many a man of more rugged physique 
would have succumbed to the strain.

Various amendments will be proposed 
to the present text of the bill. The 
Louisiana members will seek to retain, 
the bounty on sugar, failing to increase 
the duty, while Mr. Ilarter will pro- 
pose to make the duty on all grades of 
sugar one cent a pound, and abolish 
the bounty. 


"There is no reason why a discrimi- 


nation should be made in favor of re- 
fined sugar," Mr. Barter said: "We 
beat the world at refining and refiners 
need no protection. Should my propo- 
sition become a law, the revenues of 
the government would be increased 
and at once by at least 845.000,000 a 
year, $35,000,000 from customs and $10,- 
000,000 from the saving in bounty." 


Vigorous efforts will be made to re- 


store coal to the dutiable list, the 
amendment of duty ranging from 25 to 
60 cents a ton. 
An organized move- 


ment to effect this change has been 
made and representatives of tho trans- 
portation and mining interest have 
been hard at work in Washington to 
secure votes.

LOSDOJJ, Jan. 88.—Lord Salisbury 


came to town to-day to consult with 
his colleagues In the last conservative 
cabinet priof to the conference of con- 
servatives next Friday. Only once 
since he became leader in the house ol 
lords has Lord Salisbury held a sim- 
ilar meeting. It was on the eve of the 
rejection of the home rule bill. 


At the coming conference it will be 


decided how tar the process of muti- 
lating the parish councils bill can be 
safely carried and whether or not the 
government's offer of compromise on 
the contracting-out clause of the em- 
ployers' liability bill shall be accepted. 
The land-owning and church interests 
which dominate the house of Lord de- 
mand that the parish councils bill 
shall be amended by the exemption of 
ecclesiastical charities from the con- 
trol of the councils, by the omission of 
the poor-law clauses, and by the with- 
drawal of compulsory powers from the 
councils in the matter of land allot- 
ments. The goverment may assent to 
the amendment as to ecclesiastical 
charities, but will refuse absolutely to 
make the other two changes. 


As regards the contracting-out clause 


of tbe employers' liability bill, the con- 
servative opposition is fortified by non- 
partisan protects from various labor- 
ing interests in favor of the conserva- 
tive position. Trades and 'working- 
men insurance funds partly supported 
by the masters, desire the power to ex- 
empt themselves from the provisions 
of the bill, as otherwise the employers 
would refuse the double responibllity 
of liability under the act as well as 
under the rules of the insurance funds. 


The government, recognizing this 
state of affairs, will propose that trades 
with insurance funds be allowed to con- | 
tract out for three years from the pass- i 
age of the bill. During that period 
the existing arrangement for insur- 
ance are expected to lapse. The peers, i 
however, will fight for contractiug-out 
as a principle to be recognized through- I 
out the whole measure. 
In other 


words, they will endeavor to nullify 
the bill. 
A struggle between the 


peers and the commons over these 
popular proposals will tend to irritate 
public feeling still more deeply and to 
hasten the way of reform in the upper 
liouse. 


The departure of the Indian council 


yesterday from the maintenance of the 
minimum rate of 15 pence 1 farthing 
for council bills has shattered nil confi- 
dence in its financial policy. No course 
seems now open to the government ex- 
cept to confess that closing the Indian 
mints to free coinage was an error. 


The Statist, in discussing the situa- 


tion prior to yesterday's announce- 
ment, said:

MURDERED THE KING 


Reported Assassination of Klna 


Alexander of Servia. 


EI-KIIIG MILAN EN ROUTE TOBELGRADE 


Wher* He Intends to Assume Supreme 


Command of the Servian Army— 


The Radical Leaders la 


tho Cabinet Resign. 


JEz-Kinc Milan Bcturns to Bsrrla. 
VIESN A, Jan. 2».— Ex-King Milan, of 


Servie, ultimately decided to proceed 
to Belgrade, and he left Saturday 
evening for the Servian capital. The 
Servian cabinet ministers were in- 
formed of his plan as soon as he started 
from Buda Pesth. 


At midnight the council was con- 


vened in haste, and the radical leaders 
resolved to resign forthwith. Gen. 
Qruitch tendered their resignations to 
King Alexander yesterday morning-, 
saying that he and his colleagues were 
unwilling to retain their responsibili- 
ties of office after the arrival of Milan. 


The ex-king reached Belgrade yester- 


day afternoon, and was welcomed joy- 
fully by his son. The skuptschina 
will meet to-day and some decisive 
step is likely to be taken at once. 


King Alexander has given assur- 


ances of his intention to adhere strictly 
to the constitution, but nobody feels 
sure of his policy, and the excitement 
and anxiety in Belgrade runs very 
high. 


There is a rumor that M, Slmilaoh, 


Servian minister to Austria-Hungary, 
has been called to form a cabinet. 
Milan Will Assume Supreme Command. 


BERLIN, Jan. 22.— It is rumored here 


that ex-King Milan intends to assume 
supreme command of the Servian army. 
At the Servian legation, however, the 
United Press correspondent was as- 
sured that nothing had been heard 
there of such an intention. It was 
added that there was nothing to pre- 
vent Milan's return to Servia, as the 
prohibition of his presence was valid 
only during his regency. 


The King ol Bervla Assassinated. 
LONDON, Jan. 23.— A Daily News dis- 


patch from Vienna says- "it is ru- 
mored here that the king of Servia has 
been assassinated. Bis father, ex-King 
Milan, arrived in Belgrade, and this it 
is thought precipitated the pending 
crisis, culminating in the murder of 
the king. The report cannot be con- 
firmed, but it is generally credited in 
court and diplomatic circles."

Mr. Johnson went with him to the 
front door, supposing a fight wsa in pro- 
gress bat on arriving there aaw the four 
young men. He asked what they wauttd 
and they atated they wanted to kill the 
Chinaman. Mr. Johnson noon persuaded 
the yonng men to go away and allow 
•One Lung" to depart in aatety. It waa 
• close call for the Chinaman, for it is 
doubtful bat what the young men would 
have oartied oat their purpose had it not 
been for Mr. Johnson. 


Work and Not Charity. 


EDITORS DAILY REPUBLICAN: After 


careful consideration and taking the 
advice and counsel of some of our most 
prominent business men and largest 
contributors to the general obarity fund 
now in my hands, it is thought beet v> 
give employment to a limited number 
ot men on city work, the some to be paid 
for out of the charity fund under cer- 
tain conditions. It might be well to 
say that this plan haa been under con- 
sideration since the conception ot t,be 
present charity work. Other cities have 
adopted the aame plan with various de 
grew of Bucceae. It will at leaat prove 
the sincerity of the able bodied men 
and give them a chance to earn what 
they and their families receive from the 
etore. It is safe to say that if thia 
ohanoe to earn an honest living ia not 
embraced by men with families who are 
capable ot work that their names will 
be erased from the books aa unworthy. 
Thia doea not itenn, however, that 
names not on the books will not be giv- 
en employment. 


It will be the earnest desire and wish 


to give thie labor to the worthy, and the 
men so employed will be selected by a 
representative of the atore and a repre- 
sentative of the city government. The 
labor of ttra employed will be used to 
the beat advantage of the city and tax- 
payer*. 
The rate ot wages will be tl for eight 


houra work and payment will be mode 
in provisions from the store, meat or- 
ders, and orders for the payment ot rent 
No money will be paid under any cir- 
cumstances. Prices of articles 
sold- 


from the etore will be at almost actual 
ooat and sometimes at less than cost. 
Owing to the very liberal disposition ct 
our merchants and millers, who fre- 
quently sell provisions to the store at 
cost or leas, it will enable us to retail 
goode at such prioes that the $1 per day 
for eight houra work will result in fact 
to tl.20 to 11.26 per day. 


A statement of what $3 in wages 


earned in this work will purchase, at 
the prices we are enabled to sell at, ia of 
interest. A sample order follows: 


Flour, 25 pounds; corn meal, 12^ 


pounds; hominy, 6 pounds; rice, r> 
pounds; navy beans, 5 pounds; crackers, 
3 pounds; coffee, 2 pounds, tea, % 
pound; augar, 5 pounds; soap, 1 bar; po- 
tatoes, 1 peck; meat order, 45 cents. 
The above order can bo tilled at the 


Chanty etore out of every CS earned oy 
labor tor the city and atill leave 50 oent* 
to the credit of the laborer for other 
purchases. In other worda the above 
order will only coat $2.50. 
Any person 


oan draw his own conclusions aa to 
how many people can subsist for a given 
time on such an order. 


The success or failure ot this plan 


will depend upon the willingness ot the 
men to work and the liberality of the 
business men of the city to contribute 
to the fund. The amount at money now 
at my disposal is sufficient to teat the 
plan, but it we are to have a cold winter 
during February and March more funds 
will have to be supplied. 
The people 


and the tazpayera reap the benefit of 
this work and the question ot reimburse- 
ment of the obarity fund from the pub- 
lic treasury will have to be left to our 
city fathers for future consideration.
